Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1951. 

Detailed  figures  of  the  Census  taken  in  April,  1951, 
are  not  yet  available  and  the  statistics  in  the  report  are 
based  on  an  estimated  population  calculated  by  the  Registrar 
General,  for  1951. 

The  number  of  live  births  in  the  Borough  was  476  giving 
a  live  birth  rate  of  13.63  per  1,000,  of  which  221  were  Male 
and  255  Female.  Of  the  total  live  births  66  per  cent,  were 
born  in  Hospitals.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  15.5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

There  were  30  illegitimate  births  during  1951  which  is 
6.3  of  the  total  live  births. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  were  496  giving  a  rate  of  13.88 
per  1,000.  The  heaviest  mortality  was  in  the  group  including 
Heart  Disease  and  other  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system 
which  accounted  for  257  deaths,  a  rate  of  7.19  per  1,000 
living.  Cancer  (all  forms)  was  responsible  for  83  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  was  13,  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  27.31,  the  lowest 
ever  recorded.  In  the  year  1900,  163  children  under  one  year 
of  age  died,  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  190  per  1,000 
live  births, 
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During  the  year  243  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease 
(excluding  Tuberculosis)  were  received.  _ Measles  and  Scarlet 
Fever  together  accounted  for  134  cases  and  the  Pneumonias 
for  53.  No  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  occurred. 

Again  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to 
my  colleagues  in  my  own  and  other  Departments  of  the 
Corporation.

The  total  numbers  of  live  births  and  of  deaths  of  residents 
in  the  Borough  during  1951  were  476  and  496  respectively. 
These  figures  show  an  excess  of  deaths  over  births  of  20.  In 
1950  there  was  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths  of  20, 

The  Birth  Rate  of  13.63  is  higher  by  0.02  than  for  1950. 

The  Death  Rate  of  13.88  shows  an  increase  of  0.82  com¬ 
pared  with  the  rate  for  1950.

Infants  Deaths 

Of  the  13  infant  deaths,  9  occurred  in  males  and  4  in 
females. 
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infantilB  Mortality 

While  the  general  death  rate  shows  an  increase,  the 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  27.35  per  1,000  live  births,  shows 
a  decrease  of  3.17  over  1950. 

13  deaths  occurred  during  1951.  7  are  accounted  for  by 
Prematurity,  2  by  Pneumonia,  2  Heart  Disease,  and  2  other 
causes. 

Of  these  infant  deaths  none  were  illegitimate. 

Table  I  shows  the  ages  and  causes  of  death. 

In  no  case  was  the  cause  of  death  established  by  post¬ 
mortem  examination  or  by  Inquest. 


I^eo-I^atal  Death  Rate 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  first  four  weeks 
of  life  was  11  as  compared  with  11  in  1950.  This  makes  the 
death  rate  per  1,000  live  births  23.10.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1951,  44  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  42  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1950,  56  cases  were  notified  and  47  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1951  one  notification  of  Diphtheria  was  received 
and  was  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Bmmunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  9,928  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1951,  there  have  been  treated  1,624  children  of  pre-school  age 
— a  percentage  of  63.55 — and  4,025  belonging  to  the  5 — 15 
age  group,  giving  a  percentage  of  91.59  — the  remaining  4,279 
being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  school  children 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust- 
m.ents  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteen  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group. 

Enteric  Fever 

No  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  during  the 

year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  was  notified  during  the 
year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatcrum 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year. 
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Erysipelas 

4  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.  During  last  year 
9  cases  were  notified  in  the  Borough. 

Dysentery 

33  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified,  5  of  which  were 
from  the  County  Mental  Hospital  and  28  in  the  Borough,  of 
which  7  received  treatment  in  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

During  the  year  53  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified. 
15  Lobar,  11  Primary  and  27  Influenzal.  The  total  for  1950 
was  29  cases. 

Measles 

90  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
568  last  year. 

Whooping  Gough 

12  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  compared  with 
139  last  year. 

Tuberculosis 

Nineteen  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
and  four  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  making  a  total  of 
23  cases,  compared  with  25  Pulmonary  and  4  Non-Pulmonary 
a  total  of  29  last  year. 

Thirty  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium  or  Hospital 
treatment  and  3  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  hospital 
treatment. 

Lice  Infestation 

In  spite  of  persistent  efforts  by  the  Health  Visitors  and 
School  Nurses  to  reduce  this  evil,  it  must  be  admitted  that 
there  is  still  a  very  wide  incidence  of  this  condition.  As  pre¬ 
viously  observed,  adults  play  a  very  important  part  in  main¬ 
taining  fresh  infection. 

It  is  now  the  practice  to  treat  all  such  cases  with  D.D.T. 
and  where  opportunities  are  granted  to  use  this  insecticide 
excellent  results  are  obtained. 

Scabies 

Hurdsfield  House  Treatment  Centre  continued  to  be  used 
as  the  treatment  centre  for  cases  of  scabies,  but  no  treatments 
were  given  during  the  year.

In  order  to  make  the  optimum  use  of  maternity  beds 
applications  for  admission  on  other  than  medical  grounds  have 
been  assessed  by  the  Health  Visitors.  This  ensures  that  the 
home  circumstances  of  the  mother  are  known  beforehand  to 
the  Hospital  Authorities  and  there  is  now  established  a  very 
close  and  smooth  working  link  between  the  obstetric  unit  and 
the  Health  Department.  The  Number  of  home  confinements 
jdue  to  non-acceptance  in  hospital  is  greater  this  year  partly 
owing  to  less  beds  being  available  and  also  to  the  number  of 
bookings  made  almost  at  the  end  of  pregnancy  with,  one 
assumes,  the  object  of  gaining  compassionate  admission  at 
the  expense  of  wiser  and  more  provident  mothers  who  had 
taken  advantage  of  the  Ante-Natal  Service. 

Infant  Deaths : 

There  have  been  two  less  deaths  than  last  year’s  figure 
which  was  the  lowest  in  the  town’s  history.  Eleven  of  the 
children  were  either  born  prematurely,  were  suffering  from 
a  congenital  malformation  or  an  accident  during  birth.  Of 
the  two  children  who  lived  more  than  one  month  one  had 
such  congenital  defects  as  might  have  caused  death  at  an 
earlier  age. 

It  is  interesting  to  recall  that  in  1900,  Dr.  Marsh,  the 
then  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  quoted  a  distinguished 
colleague  as  saying  that  an  unavoidable  mortality  might  be 
reached  for  infants  not  exceeding  75  per  1,000  births  per 
annum,  but  as  that  might  be  considered  too  low,  he  thought 
100  deaths  per  1,000  per  annum  might  be  agreed  as  unavoid¬ 
able.  Everything  above  that  figure  might  be  considered 
abnormal  and  preventible.  In  that  year  the  Infant  Mortality 
in  Macclesfield  was  190  per  1,000.

As  a  result  of  the  continued  growth  of  the  Waiting  Lists 
for  Nursery  Accommodation,  a  Sub-Committee  was  con¬ 
stituted  to  examine  the  lists  and  allot  vacancies  according 
to  an  agreed  scale  of  priorities.

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SECTION  27  — AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

In  the  report  given  to  the  Committee  last  year,  mention 
was  made  of  a  scheme  to  cut  out  over-lapping  journeys  which 
was  commenced  in  December,  1950.  This,  together  with  the 
greater  use  of  cars  has  achieved  a  reduction  of  over  28,000 
miles  in  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  ever  rising  costs  it  proved  impossible  for  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  to  continue  the  Hospital  Car  Service 
with  their  own  vehicles.  Fortunately,  the  volunteer  drivers 
agreed  to  continue  the  service  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Peers  and  though  the  mileage  has  dropped  considerably  they 
still  continue  to  give  unostentatious  but  very  valuable  help.

SECTION  29— DOMESTIC, HELP. 

The  number  of  Home  Helps  has  declined  by  six  this  year, 
not  because  there  has  been  less  work,  but  rather  because 
women  suitable  for  the  job  have  not  volunteered  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  make  up  the  annual  wastage  through  illness  caused 
by  the  arduous  task.  The  greater  proportion  of  time  is  given  to 
the  elderly  and  in  a  number  of  eases  half  a  day  once  or  twice  a 
week  has  been  sufficient  to  keep  a  home  going.  The  ability  and 
tact  of  the  Home  Helps  generally  is  beyond  praise  and  on  a 
number  of  occasions  their  initiative  has  prevented  suffering.

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EXAMINATION  OF  MILK— 1951 


During  the  year,  hh  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanliness  and  Keeping  Quality. 

1.  Accredited  Milk.  Of  the  10  samples  of  accredited  milk 
examined,  6  were  reported  to  be  clean  and  wholesome,  3  con¬ 
tained  Bacillus  Coli — the  germ  most  commonly  found  in  the 
intestine  of  the  cow,  and  1  being  polluted  with  tuberculous 
infection  and  failing  to  pass  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Milk 
(Special  Designations)  Order,  1936. 

2.  T.T,,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk.  14  samples  of 
such  milk  were  examined,  8  proved  to  be  of  wholesome 
character,  and  6  failed  to  conform  to  the  required  standard. 

3.  Undesignated  Milk.  Of  9  samples  examined  7  were 
satisfactory  from  the  point  of  view  of  cleanliness  or  keeping 
quality  and  two  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 


THE  TOWN’S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
both  in  the  quality  and  quantity. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
monthly  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  take  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  in 
acquiring  control  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to  Trentabank  and 
to  Ridgegate  Reservoirs.  Most  of  these  gathering  grounds 
are  already  in  the  ownership  of  the  Corporation  and  terms 
have  now  been  agreed  for  the  acquisition  of  the  remaining 
land  in  the  catchment  area. 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

Smoke  Abatement 

The  Council  is  a  Member  of  the  National  Smoke  Abate¬ 
ment  Society  and  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee.  During  the  year  4  half-hourly  obser¬ 
vations  were  made  and  recorded.  In  2  instances  smoke  was 
emitted  in  such  quantity  as  to  be  a  nuisance.  Subsequent 
investigations  on  the  works  showed  that  the  nuisances  were 
due  to  careless  firing  or  overloading  of  boilers.  Arrangements 


for  Firedoors  designed  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  Indus¬ 
trial  Research  are  to  be  fixed  on  the  boilers  in  replacement 
of  doors  of  obsolete  types. 

Contagious  Disease  of  Animals  Acts 

Eighteen  cows  were  slaughtered  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse  during  the  year  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order. 

From  24th  January  to  5th  February,  1951,  the  Borough 
of  Macclesfield  was  declared  a  “Controlled”  Area  due  to  the 
outbreak  of  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease. 

During  this  period  291  Ficences  were  issued  for  the 
movement  and  control  of  animals  within  the  Borough.

Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  31st  March,  1950.  In  order 
that  the  Council’s  Legal  obligations  under  the  Act  can  be 
fulfilled  one  full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  engaged.  Experience 
gained  since  he  commenced  work  on  May  1st,  1950,  has 
shown  that  the  service  is  efficient  and  inexpensive  and  that 
Ratepayers  are  finding  it  advantageous  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  service  provided.  Private  Dwellings  are  treated  free  of 
charge  but  work  carried  out  at  Business  Premises  is  charged 
for  on  a  time  and  material  basis.  A  Test  Bait  carried  out  on  the 
whole  of  the  Sewerage  System  in  the  Borough  showed  that 
Rat  Infestation  of  the  sewers  is  confined  to  the  centre  of  the 
town.  Disinfestation  work  carried  out  on  Private  Dwellings, 
Council  Properties  and  Sewers  is  grant  aided.

During  the  past  year  the  Bedford  Lorry  has  been  sold 
and  the  Thorneycroft  Side  Loading  Refuse  Collector  was 
converted  to  an  Open  Lorry.  This  was  considered  to  be  the 
most  economical  proposition  for  a  period  of  two  years  when 
it  will  be  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  General  Purpose 
Lorry. 

Much  improvement  in  the  scavenging  of  the  Borough 
has  been  shown  due  to  the  operation  of  the  new  Pedestrian 
Controlled  Vehicle,  in  so  far  that  many  of  the  side  streets 
are  narrow  and  congested  to  operate  the  Sweeper  Collector 
and  the  Gulley  Emptier. 

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  over  a 
considerable  period  of  the  year  but  on  varying  occasions  it 
was  found  necessary  for  different  rounds  to  work  overtime 
due  to  holidays,  sickness,  and  absenteeism. 
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There  has  been  considerable  lack  of  co-operation  by  the 
public  in  so  far  that  they  have  not  disposed  of  their  Kitchen 
Waste  in  the  receptacles  provided  on  the  streets.  Kitchen 
Waste  has  also  been  taken  by  unauthorised  persons  at  late 
hours  of  the  night.  The  Police  are  giving  every  co-operation 
to  trace  the  persons  responsible  for  this  practice.
